vices. Plaintiffon receipt of this letter went 
and interviewed the manager, and asked him 
the reason of his dismissal. The manager 
simply turned round and said; “ Well, onc. of 
the owners wants another friend of his to go 
Captain.’ ‘The following day, however, they 
asked him to make another trip as cdértain of 
the ‘papers were at Koagmaon, but he refused 
to go saying he had been dismissed. i 

His Lordship: Was the employment in 
‘writing ? ne & 

Mr, d'Almada; No, my Lord. Ut was an 
indefinite verbal hiring, and nothing was said 
asto the terms of the engagement.

COAL FROM ‘JAPAN,

about the coal. ‘The Board Schools have said all 
there is to say on thal subject, but merely as 
a necessary beginning it may be. stated that 
the cosl used by the Hongkong Gas Company 
comes fron Japan, from a place felicitously 
named Mororan, which is in Yubari, The 
coal, of course, ts landed in junks and the in- 
evitable coalié carries it to the coal sheds, At 
home oneis nccustomed:to see a spidery Puff- 
ing Billy, with a solemn looking indtvidual 
walking in front, solemnly blowing a whistle, 
to.indicate that the said Billy is dragging some 
waggon-loads of coals from the railway or the 
wharf to the gasworks, 1t 13 amusing to watch 
this indjvidual thus carefully setung the pub- 
lic aright, when the engine goss at one and 
five-ciglths of a mile per hour whereas the cars 
run at ten miles an hour and nobody in front, 
But to resume, The coolies dump the coal 
in sheds which seem to be erected all over the 
place with the specia! object of storing pur- 
pases. .

NEW WEST POINT, 

Houses and shops have sprung up where 
‘once a batren waste existed “There are a few, 
a very few, old-timers who in ght remember 
the early days of Hongkony’s history, but like 
all modest people they arc reticent, ‘There are 
no hints from them as to the state of Hongkong 
when they were piling up foriunes that would 
have made old Crassus blind with jealousy, 
Nordo they say how they discovered West Point.

. A GANNY SCOT, 

[n 1862, one of those adventurous Scotsmen, 
who even now roam the-world al large, dis- 
covered that Hongkong w.s without the saving 
grace of light. The tallow ‘candle and the 
farthing “dip"—-which are not quite identical 
—furnished an unsatisfactory illumination for 
the great majority, Indeed, it has been sug: 
gested thatthe rush-light and the cruisie had’ 
not gone out of date, But that is probably a 
libel, [n any case, there was nothing better 
than oil lamps to be found in the Culuny, and 
the natural result was that thieves and burglars 
and all the scum of the East made Hongkung 
their habitat and rejoiced exceedingly, Itis 
said thal the pirates of the West River found 
West Point a convenient reftige in the busy 
Season, especiully when competition had 
been over-brisk,-just-as itis suid to-day that 
there are more pirates at Shaukiwan than 
there are at Canton, That by the way. AL 
any rate, Mr, Glen—whose son serently visited 
Hongkong dnd remaked that he would serious. 
ly think o1 prefixing “Mac,” to his name should 
he be obliged to remain here—siw the possi- 
bilities of the place and approached the Gov- 
ernment of the Colony on the subject of a con: 
cession ‘to fight the city of Victoria by gas, 
Apparently they could do what they liked, 
could the Governinent, and without much red- 
tape they granted the concession and Mr. Glen 
went to Londan, In something rather fess than 
no time he had formed a company to which he 
sold the concession, and the Hongkong and 
China Gas Company became an acconiplished 
fact. Mr, Glen retained a considerable interest 
in the Company and he was appointed the first 
chairman of the directors, 

LONDON DIRECTONR, 

[t would be interesting to learn the terms of 
ahat concession which has proved so preal a 
blessing to the Colony. No doubt, after a deal 
of trouble, it could be uncarthed from the 
Colony's archives, but this'ss too bustling a 
period to allow such gropings. The fact re- 
mains that once the Company.was formed and 
the concession purchased, work was begun in 
realearnest. There were no half-hearted mea- 
sures, No doubt to many of the directors, 
West Point was a name only ; not even a point 
on the map, but they had implicit faith in their 
venture, and went ahead a da Hooley. Results 
have justified them and to-day the Hong- 
kong Gasworks is one of the most steadily 
prosperolts concerns in the Colony. It has 
passed through fate and foul weather; money 
has been spent like dross ; and now the turning- 
point has been reached when, apparently, all 
that the sbareholde's need do is to sit tight 
and draw their dividends, 

“LET THERE NE LIGHT.” 

Somewherethere are records showing how the 
first lamp was lighted to the great amazement 
of the public at such an innovation, In one of 
his articles, Rudyard Kipling tells the sto y of 
a Pathan’s first visit to Calcutta, “Were [to 
write of what Ihave seen,” he says, “all our 
people would think that | was mad and a liar.”

ON ACCOUNT OF THE War. 

Coal—there is nothiny to be seen but coal, 
atacagaal glince. And the reasun for that is 
somewhat curious. [tis allon account of the 
war. Belore the war began; a month's supply 
of coat on hand was thought sufficient co 
meet the requirements of the Gasworks. Now 
it isasual to take ‘in a nine months! supply: 
And the stock is never allowed to fall below a 
six nionths' supply, which shows how the war 
affects everything. The coal is what is termed 
tump coul, tor which a good deal extra is paid 
than for ordinary caal, but it is the best that 
Japan can supply for the production of gas. 

A CHESSBIARD, 


Just outside the retort-house, there {s a board 
‘with u lot of chess-board rings upon it, Look- 
ed at from a distance, it seems as if the King 
had just accomplished a masterly retreat be- 
hind the Queen, The chess-board, however, 
refers only to the consumption of coal per hour 
byeach retort. All the coal for the retorts is 
weighed, and the exact amount of gas which 
tha! coal should produce 1s down in black aad 
white, Like everything else, there is apt to be 
a slight digression from the general rule, but 
taken allsound the average is usually the same, 
which Brings us to the retort-house, 

In that.shed which was described as old 
and grimy, although it still wears an air 
of yayous blue, like a monagenarian spori- 
ing as a nymph, is the old ‘retort-house, It 
was built when the Company started opet- 
ations, After all is said and done it is a grimy 
hole, It contains seven through ovens—that 
is, the ovens run through a horizontal length of 
firé-brick piping—and each of those ovens has 
six through retorts, Briefly, the first stage is 
this: the coal is weighed, thrown into cytinders 
something after the shape ofa cigareite-maker, 
and Jaid on an even layer along the retorts, 
The gus is driven from the coal by destructive 
distillation, and the volatile matter in the coal 
is liberated,

A LA DANTE, 

A bell sounded. Listless coolies, who had 
nothing to do but warm themselves, jumped up 
awh a tush, They dived at the doors uf the 
retorts und a blazing inferno was opened. 
Hastly shutting the doors, a dense mass of 
vapour streamed out through toe instertices 
and the whole building was filled with what 
looked like smoke, A cvolie, brandishing a 
torch, went along to cach iron dvor and planted 
his torch on the vapour. In a moinent it had 
iguited and the place was ablaze with light, 
Here was good gas being wasted? ‘That's 
gas that is not worth keeping,” said the en- 
gineer, It was rather a dazzling sight and in- 
terrupted the stream of question and answer, 

[tscems that the coal is supposed to burn 
for six hours, until all the volatile matter has 
been pot away from it, Then the gases—for 
weare along way from the illuminant yet— 
rise into what is called an ascension pipe, 
through ahydraulic main, “ where the dip pipes 
are sealed and tarred” to quote the engineer 
again. This prevents the gas from one retort 
cunnecting with the gus of another retort. 

‘The men came forward. with Jong rakes and 
haulded out the blazing cinders. ‘Those who 
know anything about poor iife at home will re- 
member the old cry, a cry now stilled,—stilled 
by Act of Parliament—which used ho raise its 
racuous self over streets innumerable—* Ga’as 
Ci-inders." Here also gas cinders have their 
vale, but a certain percentage is used to feed 
the fires, so that all is not waste, Under the 
old system, which is now being described, the 
gas cinders or coke has to bs slaked with water 
which produces a stifling smell. The result of 
drawing away this coke, however, is that nothing 
but gas coal is lef. . It may be remarked that 
this scoop,.or, as a friend suggested, “ cheese- 
taster,” is a great: advance on the ordinary 
method ofcbarging by haod. : 


AT THE WORKS. 
LARGE IMPROVEMENTS PROPOSED, 


After all, among the: many features of the 
gasworks which arouse the interest of the visitor 
there is none to be compared with the retort 
section, Perhaps because ‘that is on account

‘The old retort house, 
with all its clinging. vapours and fiery darts, has 
been described in a moderate way, but the new 
retort house by comparison is a madern gentle- 
man, There isa staging to-be reached before 
you see the new retorts, and they are all as 
prim and properas mi'lady. . Below the staging 
is the cinder-house, where all the waste is 
taken from the grates, The new retort house 
is only eighteen, months old, and it is an up-to- 
date arrangement: It contains six ovens of 
eight through retorts, In each oven the-coke 
instead of being: hauled out is pulled live into 
the fire, the benefit baieg that the coke is not 
subjected to the process of slaking as under 
the cld. system, which has alrendy. been 
desenbed. Better results are thus obtained at 
less cost, ; 
. THE CONDENSERS, 

Coming to the condensers a little preliminary 
tale must be indulged in, ‘The gas, or gases, 
after coming from ‘the retort house has to 
pass through a‘hydraulic main. It is then 
taken away along what is'called a foul main, 
winches in diameter, and from the foul main 
it enters the condensers. At present the gas 
is a mhixture of all sorts of volatile matter. 


From the condensers there is'a constant flow. 


of ammoniacal liquor and tar, drawn from the 
gas, As it enters the condensers the yas has a 
temperature of 209 degrees, but it is gradually 
cooled, until it is of the same lendperature as 
the atmosphere. The condensers are made by 
Morris and Cutler, .The next stage is the 
exhausters.. Here ao old purifying shed has 
been converted into an engine house, tiled and 
fitted up in the most modern fashion. The 
exh iusters not only pull the gas from the re- 
lorts and the condensers, but they expel it 
towards the plant where the gas ‘is treated 
before it arrives at the gasholders, There is 


thescrubber washer, the purifier,and the station. 


meter to be passed before tho gas arrives at 
the gasholder. 


IN CASE OF FIRE, 


In the engine-room there is.an exceptionally 
handy arrangement of appliances for coping 
with fire The directors at home sent outa 
fire pump and as there is plenty of water at the 
command ot the Company the slightest symp- 
tom of fire can be tackled at a moment's 
notice, ‘The pump is capable of throwing a 
jet of water 100 feet high, the water being 
obtained from a.weill which supplies the works, 
The Engineer in his dry way remarked: “We 
haven't to depend upon the dilly-dallying .of 
the Hongkong Brigade.” ; 

Afer going’ through the exhausters the gas 
is sent along to Pelouze and Adouin’s tar ex- 
tractor—Messrs, W. G. Holmes and Co,, Hud- 
dersfield being the makers, This machine acts 
asa filter, extracting the tarry vapours which 
have sull been left in the gas. 


SCRUBBING GAS. 


Passing to the scrubber, the, gas is passed 
sthrough wooden sieves. 


There are seven 
divisi ms, each of which is fitted with separate 
sieves, propelled by a steam engine and made 
to rotate, It will be seen in all this that the 
gas is treated as if it were a solid body, and as 
a-matter of fact the Engineer and-his accom- 
plices seemed to think of gas asa hard and 
heavy substance which they could do what they 
liked with, ‘I'hey put itthrough machines, just 
as alaundry man would put a garment througha 
mangle, They washed it and’ scrubbed it and 
cleaned it till they had got it justas they wished 
it. To proceed, however, the gas after entering 
the scrubber washer comes in contact with 
walter which absorbs the ammonia, carbonic 
acid, and sulphurated hydrogen, A glass cover 
was lifted and the smell that arose from the im- 
prisoned'gases would have choked a menagene. 
Aldng to the purifying shed, where an entirely 
new plant has been erected, there is to be seen 
the method of clearing the yas of the last rem- 
nants of extraneous matter, Heaps of oxide 
of ron,-or rust in plain language, are mixed with 
saw dust, and the process of passing the yas 
through sieves is again adopted. The oxide of 
iron takes out the sulphurated hydrogen, or 
whatever remains of that gas, and the carbonic 
acid gas is treated with time which bas a 
natural affinity for that gas.) We have now 
arrived at the stage when the gas is chemically 
pure for household use. But it has still (o en- 
ter the station meter. It might here be stated 
that the Gas Company's plant is capable of 
dealing with a million cubic feet of gas n day, 
but as a matter of fact only some 350,0c0 cubic 
feet are treated, ‘The station meter registers 
the amount of gas manufactured and of course 
furnishes the check on the quantity lost 
between the works and the consumer, The 
hands of the meter—capable also of dealing 
with a million cubic feet aday—are continually 
‘going round at a rate which, if the private con- 
sumer were concerned, would make his hair 
stand on end. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN THE SUPPLY. 


During the last few years an immense im- |. 


provement has been made in the system of 
mains along the streets. A 12-inch main runs 
from the works along Queen’s Road as far as 
the fire station, Thence to the City Hall 
there isa Jo-inch mam. Inthe old days 
ao 8-inch main ran as far as Arsenal 


Street and a 6-inch main took the supply’ 


to Wanchai, Owing to the large increase 
in consumers, especially Chinese, the Company 
have lately been at considerable expense in 
laying another ta-inch main which runs along 
Connaught Roadup to the Harbour Masters 
office and a to-inch main fram there to Pottin- 
ger Street. ‘There are ‘also lateral mains 


wherever required, At the present time the’ 


Company are laying a new 6-inch maio from 
the works to Hill Road, along Bonham toad, 
Robinson Road to the Peak Road, connecting 
with the St. Andrew's main. Of late years the 
consumption of gas by residents in these dis- 
tricts has wonderfully increased and the 
necessity for increasing the supply has been 
forced on the attention of the directors, with 
the result that these additions have been made 
to the Company’s works. The Perk residents 
will have a separate main for themselves, and 
all the roads leading to the Peak will be bet- 
ter supplied from the West Point works. 

. aT WANCHAL : 


There is a storage station at Wanchai to 
which the gas is conveyed by an 8-inch pipe, 
Gas engines with exhausters ‘are placed there 
to draw the.gas from the West Polat works to 
the holders. From Wanchai gas is supplied 
to what is called the Eastern district, the West 
Point works supplying gas to the centre of the 
city. At Wanchai the two holders are‘of

INCANDESCENT LIGHTS. 


“Incandescent burners have lately come’ into 
vogue and the Company have a contract with 
the Government for the lighting of the city 
by. this means, The upkeep of the lights 
isin. the hands of Messrs, Kruse & Co, 
who maintain and replénish the mantles, and 
every effort is made to keep the lighting of the 
city up to the standard. The introduction of 
electric lighting has also had an effect in in- 
creasing the demand for gas. Jt seems that 
when a merchant secs a rival installing the, 
electric light he determines not to be outdone 
and orders more yas batners, so everybody is 
benefited, In the showrooms of the Gas Com- 
pany there is being exhibited tho latest type of 
gas light apparatus the most notable being the 
inverted incandescent burner. ,, This type ‘of 
burner has proved a great success at home and 
should be equally successful here. Gas stoves 
are coming into‘ use, but it is to be feared that 


‘the Chinese cook is the great factor against 


their general adoption. . The “boy” turas on 
the: fight and lets it burn-all day with the 


‘result that anice little bill fur gas comes in, 


and the householder, fearing the expense, 
reverts to the plain hire. Gas engines also are 
being pushed and in a short time it is believed 
that a big-business will be done in that line. 

_ FIVE YEARS’ PLOGRESS, 

To show how the consumption of gas has 
increased since Mr. McCubbin came to Hong- 
kong a few figure may be given. In 1909 the 
gas manufactured was 65,580,000. cubic feet, 
‘In 1904 it was 115,963,009 cubic feet. In 190. 
the consumers were-—Europeans, 758 ; Chinese 
81t—total 1569. In 1994 the figures were 
European, 761; Chinese, 1601—total 2,362— 
nearly double the number of five years ago. 

Many extensions have been curried out, and 
others are io process of being completed, ‘The 
Company have acquired a large piece of ground 
south of Queen's Road West where it is pro 
posed to put a large gasholder to ineet the 
development of the Colony. Recently trouble 
has been experienced with napthaline deposits 
in the mains and-a process has now been 
put in operation, whereby a spray is used on 
the gas, thus preventing the napthaline settling, 

: THE DIRECTORS, , 

Fortunately for the Company, the directorate 
is filled with able and energetic members, who 
are full of enterprise and ready to consider 
every idea,” ‘Two members are themselves pas 
engineers. The Chairman Mr. A, &. Phillips, 
M.LC.E, isa consulting engineer for many large 
undertakings, Mr, R., Morton was a gas 
engineer and is a director on the South Metro- 
politan, Sir John J, Grinlinton was Surveyor 
General of Ceylon and has large experience of 
the needs of an oriental city. Mr. Simpson 
Rostron is a London solicitor, so that the legal 
questions should be safe so faras the Company 
is ‘concerned. Messrs. Jardine Matheson & 
Co. are the local agents. 

THE WORKERS, 

With regard to the working representatives, 
Mr, J. McCubbin has had large experience and 
the best evidence of his avility is found in the 
remarkable increase jn the gas consumption 
of Uongkong. Mr. Terry, the superintendent, 
has been here since 1883, and his local know- 
ledge is invaluable to the Company, Me can 
remember when the Gas Company had only 
400 consumers, and his reminiscences of Hong- 
kong of zo years ago are delightful, Mr,

It has been announced in the Northern 
capital that, in consideration of the fall of 
Port Arthur, ‘now being occupied by the 
Japanese, the Wai Wu Pu has notified the 
British Minister at Peking that Weihaiwei 
should Le returned to China. Ib making 
such a request the Board of Foreign Affairs 
cannot, be accused of any unduc haste 
when consideration is given to the fact 
that, according .to the Convention, the 
moment Russian occupation of Port Arthur 
ceases British tenure of Weihaiwei is 
at an end, and the position dominat- 
ing the approaches to the Gulf of Pechili 
reverts to China, Whether the strategic 
importance of Weihaiwei is of such value 
as to warrant negotiations being opened 
with a view to the purchase of the port and 
the adjacent land, or their acquisition by a 
lengthy Icase, is a question upon which 
experts are divided. ‘Admiral Seymour 
strongly approved of. the position which, if 
adequately fortified would, he thought, be 
one of great strength, while the presence of 
the British flag at this point would add 
greatly to the prestige and confidence of. 
Britishers in the China Sea, When we took 
it over in 1898 we set about building fortifi- 
cations and forts, spent large sums of money 
on the place, and intended to make it the 
headquarters of'a new Chinese Staff Corps, 
on the pattern of the Indian, comprising 
artillery, cavalry, and infantry regiments, to 
be raised Among the Chinese. Suddenly, 
and without any apparent reason, the trans- 
port of armament and the work on the forti- 
fications was stopped.
